The previous record toll for a 
three-day Independence 
Day 
holiday was 504, set last year. 
The count of traffic fatalities 
this year came close to the rec­ 
ord for a four-day Independence 
observance, 557 in 1963. 
The tally of traffic deaths be­ 
gan at 6 p.m. Friday and con­ 
tinued to midnight Monday. 
This year's toll brought 
a 
stern warning 
from Howard 
Pyle, president of the National 
Safety Council. 
"Never has driver improve­ 
ment been more badly needed," 
Pyle said. "The attitudes and 
skills of too many drivers are 
failing to meet the exacting de­ 
mands of billions of miles of 
high pressure travel. 
"Every driver," Pyle said, 
"should being at once to sharp­ 
en old skills and develop a new 
ones through available driver 
improvements programs." 
Another safety council spokes­ 
man estimated that the final 
toll would be about 550 traffic 
deaths. "More traffic fatalities 
may be counted during the final 
hours of the weekend," he said.

Many, whom Riesel was the first to discover, 
have made grim headlines. In mid-August 1963, 
for example, after thousands of miles through 
Latin America, Riesel wound up 
in Santo 
Domingo and reported that the Dominican Re­ 
public was Fidel Castro’s next target. 
Your columnist warned then, long before any 
such reports came out of the island nation, that 
the world would soon learn that Communist 
cadres, built around labor action squads would 
move in that land. It happened. 
During the trip, Riesel reported the activities 
of Juan Lechin in Bolivia and predicted that 
this 
m iners’ chief would lead a revolt. A few 
months ago, Lechin, with a labor army at his 
back, did just that. 
Riesel was the first to report the infra­ 
power structure of the Communist unions in 
Brazil. He predicted that this would be the base 
of a rebellion there. A year later, such a re ­ 
volt started with a union hall as a headquarters. 
Fortunately it was put down by the present, pro- 
tt3. regime of President Branco. 
Now Riesel is off for a labor reporting trip. 
This time with Santo Domingo in mind, Riesel will 
go deep into the sm aller nations, the now ob­ 
viously vital island republics, the “ postage 
stamp countries” of the Caribbean and Central 
and Latin America. If any of these tiny lands 
ever are captured by Communist cadres, they 
would sound as loud as though they were a land 
mass the size of China. 
In the tiny nations, control of the labor move­ 
ments could mean control of the country. This 
story Riesel will seek out and report — also 
the stores of labor - management cooperation 
against the Sino-Soviet - Castro operations.

AP — It all happened in 16 
terrible minutes. 
In that incredible fraction of 
an hour, a U. S. Air Force pilot 
napalm-bombed a target, his 
plane caught fire, he bailed out, 
landed in enemy territorv and 
was plucked to safety by a pass­ 
ing Army helicopter. 
“ That’s the only real emer­ 
gency Fve had in more than 4,- 
000 hours in the air,” said Capt. 
Edward F. Gallardo, 33, of 
Armstrong Creek, Wis. 
“ I feel much safer flying a Jet 
plane than I do driving an auto­ 
mobile.” 
Ed is a dark-haired, F100 pilot 
who stands 5 feet 5, and weighs 
only 137 pounds. His wife, Pat, 
and their five children — none 
of whom is more than 5 years 
old—live in Hampton, Va. 
The fighter pilot's battle or­ 
deal came on a recent Sunday 
when he had to skip morning 
religious services because of an 
early mission. 
The mission was his 35th in 
some 40 days. 
“ I was first of our flight in on 
the target, some Viet Cong em­ 
placements 42 miles south of 
here,” said Gallardo. “ I came 
in fast at 50 to 100 feet above 
the ground.

He wants a unified command 
under his control, even though 
it's a political affront to the 
South Vietnamese. Westmore­ 
land is hopeful that some way 
can be worked out to keep 
American troops under UjS. 
command wherever they go in­ 
to action. Partial command 
would be impractical, however, 
in a major battle, for who­ 
ever is directing a battle must 
have direct authority over all 
the troops. 
Meanwhile the latest intelli­ 
gence reports identify nine 
North Vietnamese battalions 
operating inside South 
Viet 
Nam. The buildup is so formid­ 
able that major battles could be 
launched at any time. 
Some military advisers have 
recommended pulling all troops 
out of the remote guerrilla, 
controlled areas. This would 
shorten our supply lines and 
save isolated outposts from be­ 
ing overrun. 
However, such withdrawal 
might be interpreted as weak­ 
ness and seriously injure South 
Vietnamese morale.

"CIVIL SERVICE 
The time has come to begin 
asking 
searching 
questions 
about an institution in our gov­ 
ernment often regarded as auto­ 
matically “a good thing” : the 
civil service system. 
The civil service system was 
established 
more than three 
quarters of a century ago when, 
comparatively speaking, 
our 
government was a minnow in 
relation to the great whale it 
has since become. The making 
of government policy in those 
far-off days was a task a very 
small number of people could 
perform. The somewhat larger 
number who carried out the 
policies had nothing to do with 
making them, and there was no 
reason why they should not be 
kept permanently on the job. 
But today, professional civil 
servants fill many vital policy­ 
making positions in Washington. 
They staff the “ middle echelon” 
of the State Department*and re­ 
lated agencies where vital de­ 
cisions are made concerning 
our 
nation's safety. 
They 
regulate many of the nation’s 
businesses. 
They 
gather 
statistics on which our whole 
national economic 
policy is 
based. 
Holding 
critical 
positions, 
hostile civil servants can ef­ 
fectively undermine any policy 
they dislike while effectively 
promoting policies they do like, 
regardless of the wishes of their 
appointed superiors. Yet under 
civil service regulations, it is 
almost impossible to remove 
even the most obstructive. 
Serious consideration should 
be given to removing the nearly 
absolute 
guarantee 
of job 
security from those whose job 
involves the nation's security, 
and replacing it with a more 
fexible system which will in­ 
sure that our policies are faith­ 
fully carried out. 
For competent, faithful serv­ 
ice, our civil servants deserve 
just compensation, tut not a 
“ right” to unending support by 
the taxpayers regardless 
of 
performance. HLH

Reuther Moving to Train Na­ 
tion's Poor for Action. 
Washington, D. C,: — In olden 
days when one's grandmother, 
newly arrived on these shores, 
sought for an expression of 
futility, she'd shrug her shoul­ 
ders and in her best American- 
ese say: “ You can't fight City 
Hall.” 
She was poor then. City Hall 
was the castle on the moun- 
taintop. But the poor are dif­ 
ferent today. They are fighting 
city hall — all over the land. 
They are well organized. They 
are a new social force. 
Though still unnoticed, theirs 
is a social revolution, a chal­ 
lenge to the local ’‘establish­ 
ment” and to the old-line poli­ 
tical leaders and, yes indeec^ 
soon a challenge to America's 
labor 
leadership 
as 
well. 
Those in the “ Poverty” head­ 
quarters 
of Sargent Shriver 
here see it clearly. 
So does the president Walt 
Reuther. 
They see it coming not so 
much because of the distribu­ 
tion of millions of dollars to 
millions of people in seething 
tenement districts. 
They see it, rather, as a re­ 
sult of the organization 
and 
training of the poor for lead­ 
ership in the slum - jammed 
precincts of the nation's great 
cities. 
Out of this will come an inner 
infra - structure of political 
strength which will be in the 
hands of proletarians still un­ 
known. 
There is much to “support the 
thesis that there is something 
of a social revolution in the 
making,” one of Sargent Shriv- 
er's Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity highly - placed col­ 
leagues said to a friend the 
other day, “which has its impli­ 
cations for the local estab­ 
lishments' 
and, 
indeed, for 
labor organizations too.” 
He pointed out that his chief, 
Sargent Shriver, also refers to 
the development as a “social 
revolution,” and noted that even 
the most liberal of mayors are 
disturbed by the poor's chal­ 
lenge to their City Hall power. 
“ This arises first out of the 
requirement in the Economic 
Opportunity Act that there be 
. maximum feasible par­ 
ticipation of residents of the 
areas and members of the cor­ 
porations served’ in commu­ 
nity action program to eliminate 
poverty,” 
he 
explained. 
“ Hierefore, the poor are re- 
enfranchised and are begin­ 
ning to speak tor themselves to 


constitute another Voice to be 
reckoned with in civic affairs. 
“It may well be that those of 
the poor who are being paid 
to help administer some of the 
anti - poverty programs will 
throw up from their ranks new 
leaders of a segment of our pop­ 
ulation — the poor — which to­ 
tals 34.6 million throughout'the 
nation.” 
Already there are some 45,- 
000 paid poor 
involved 
in 
Project Head - Start alone. 
This is the eight-week summer 
training program for poor chil­ 
dren who will enter school this 
fall. 
There are more than 30,000 
additional poor who will be paid 
employes of other community 
action programs by summer's 
end. 
And this is just the beginning. 
Several hundred thousand more 
poor will be hired to work for 
and 
administer anti-poverty 
programs street by strèet, 
community by community. I 
On 
each local Community 
Action 
Agency’s 
governing 
board there will be an average 
of 10 poor as policy-makers. 
These will total in the thou­ 
sands eventually. They wül be 
elected in their precincts. They, 
not the clubhouse leader, will 
become the poor’s advocates — 
at city hall and, soon, insidéthe 
labor movement. 
Reuther has moved to meet 
this social challenge by join­ 
ing with the challengers. Under 
his leadership and with a grant 
of auto union funds, he has 
launched the Citizens* Crusade 
Against Poverty. It now has a 
Washington headquarters and in 
August it will have a full time 
director. 
Reuther’s theme was struck 
in a recent statement. Char­ 
acteristically, he said; “ Plans 
for developing leadership po­ 
tentials among the poor are 
based on the already demon­ 
strated capacity of the poverty- 
stricken to take active roles in 
the development and carrying 
out of programs. 
“ Leadership 
training pro­ 
grams will train people in or­ 
ganizational techniques and give 
them a knowledge of commu­ 
nity structure and resources 
so that they may more effec­ 
tively press for needed aqtion 
whether it is in the field of hous­ 
ing, education, welfare admin­ 
istration 
or other matters 
of concern.”

apportlonment and redistrict-» 
ing. 
However, despite heated de­ 
bate and lengthy oratory, both 
were finally accomplished, but 
it will be some time before it's 
known whether the plans brought 
but by the legislature will suit 
federal authority. 
The size of the house is to 
be increased to 168 members 
if the voters approve a constitu­ 
tional change August 17. At the 
same election, voters also will 
be balloting on the proposal 
possibly most dear to Hearnes' 
heart, gubernatorial 
succes­ 
sion; and a measure to allow 
communities to sell property 
financed under bonds after such 
bonds are retired. 
CIVIL RIGHTS 
In the area of Civil Rights, 
programs advocated by the gov­ 
ernor to place Missouri in line 
with federal statutes were ac­ 
cepted.

The latter is an implied con­ 
sent measure whereby an appli­ 
cant for a driver's license is 
held automatically to have given 
his consent to be tested for 
drunkenness while driving if 
reasonable grounds exist. 
Another measure strengthen­ 
ing the hand of the state High­ 
way Patrol allows the use of 
radar-equipped planes, where 
the arresting officer on the 
ground did not actually see the 
speeding offense occur. 
GROSS RECEIPTS TAX 
In order to correct a situa­ 
tion created by the state sales 
tax, the General Assembly was 
asked to revamp the program 
into what is commonly called 
a gross receipts tax. To most 
people it will have little effect, 


except the bracketing system 
has been dropped to provide 
for the sales tax to start at 15 
cents. 
Most affected, of course, are 
vending machine operators who 
now must pay a three per cent 
tax on their gross sales. The 
previous system was held in­ 
valid in the courts as it did not 
specify that it was to tax vendors 
on the gross receipts. 
COUNCIL ON THE ARTS 
New York has ably demon­ 
strated that a state council 
on the arts can be operated at 
a minimal cost while upgrading 
the state’s cultural heritage. 
Thus, the General 
Assembly 
was asked by Governor Hearnes 
to place Missouri in a similar 
position, and he won out, al­ 
though the initial appropriations 
request was whacked from a 
suggested $250,000 to $170,000 
but many feel this is a real 
step in the right direction. 
OTHER MEASURES 
Other measures enacted by the 
legislature and accepted by the 
governor will create an air 
pollution study program; put 
into action a conflict of inter­ 
est law aimed primarily at 
lobbyists with members of the 
legislature and the executive 
branch all but exempted; in­ 
creases the state Highway Com­ 
mission from four to six (this 
was a bill even the governor 
had all but given up hope on);

The 120 em­ 
ployes who man the 200-acre 
Santa Claus Land know him by 
no other name. 
"Lots of kiddies ask me why 
Pm not at the North Pole," he 
says. "Well, 1 tell them I used 
to be but no one ever came to 
visit me there." 
In winter, when snow drapes 
the amusement park, the pi­ 
oneer and Indian villages and 
the toy museum, the visitors

The Santa Claus post office 
annually handles four million 
pieces of mail, with help from 
the local American Legion. 
The town’s population is only 
38.

County supervisors throughout 
the state get $140 a week, proj­ 
ect supervisors under them get 
$120 and the Youth Corps mem­ 
bers get $1.25 an hour for 30 ' 
hours a week, not including 
counseling session. 
Pay for the 10 weeks comes 
from about $5,250,000 In federal 
funds under the war on poverty, 
program.

JEFFERSON CITY-T he Mis­ 
souri State Chamber of Com­ 
merce announces that Missouri 
leads the midwest plains states 
in per capita personal income 
percentage increase 
becween 
1960 and 1964. The Chamberlin i 
pointing out the latest report 
of President Johnson’s council 
of economic advisors, cited the 
government 
statistics, which 


indicated a 17.8 per cent in­ 
crease in per capita personal 
income. 
Col. C. R. stribling, president 
of the Chamber, said 
that 
"although the benefits of our 
national prosperity have been 
shared in all parts of the Nation, 
Missouri was certainly above 
toe national average and ranked 
in a 10th place tie with Michigan 
nationally.”

With a few exceptions makers 
of this packaging machinery are 
specialized and therefore small 
as U. S. corporations go. They 
work closely with the sponsors 
of new products to devise toe 
machinery needed to package 
them so they can be trans­ 
ported, displayed -- and suc­ 
cessfully moved into consumer 
hands. 
You don’t see toe machines 
but do see their handiwork in 
drug stores, supermarkets and 
other retail outlets across toe 
nation. 
Some members of toe Pack­ 
aging Machinery Manufacturers 
Institute will tell you that many 
of today’s familiar items would 
never have reached the public 
.without toe discovery of toe 
proper machinery to make toe 
exact, and popular, package. 
Even so, toe institute presi­ 
dent, Eugene E. Lakso, says 
that toe entire Industry now 
boasts only $400 million a year 
in annual sales. But, he quickly 
adds, it Is growing fast. 
Some of toe machiner is highly 
complicated,

August 15, 1919 
When I was a boy Negroes 
were not permitted to leave 
their homes without a pass from 
their 
owner. 
There 
were 
«patrollers’ whose business it 
was to whip any Negro caught 
away from home without a pass, 
and was paid for each 
one 
whipped. However, this did not 
prevent young Negro men from 
going visiting at night, for the 
white children often 
wrote 
passes for them, and I have 
scribbled passes before I could 
write, the Negro saying that 
while the patrol was trying to 
make out what was on the paper 
he could make his escape and 
he always did — except at 
one time when two patrol of­ 
ficers were together. I now know 
that patrolling was a brutal 
custom and none but the toughest 
white men would take the place. 
When I was a boy I never 
heard of a pair of socks or 
stockings being bought by any­ 
body in the country. All the 
socks and stockings for both 
m aster and slave were knitted 
at home out of home made yarn 
.that had been carded and spun 
right on the prem ises. And most 
of the shoes and boots were 
made at home also. Life was not 
a dream back in the country 
when I was a boy, but there 
was one blessed thing abou^. 
living then and that was that 
nearly everybody was happy and 
contented with their lot and will­ 
ing to extend the helping hand 
to anyone in need. Nobody had 
much money, neither did they 
need much as taxes were al­ 
most nothing and about all one 
had to buy was coffee and sugar, 
a little calico and domestic, 
and occasionally a little tea. 
People lived off the farm and 
lived well. 
When I was a boy many farm­ 
ers gathered their corn and 
threw it in a huge pile along side 
of the crib, usually under a 
shed. Then when it was all 
gathered Invitations were sent 
out inviting the neighbors to a 
corn shucking. 
Uusally 
the 
shuckers were Negroes who 
paired off, dividing the pile of 
corn, chose captains and the fun 
commenced. One man would 
sing by himself but all the men 
would join in the chorus. It 
was better than a modern con­ 
cert and Caruso was not much 
ahead of some of those Negro 
singers. 
There was always 
plenty of liquor refreshm ents 
and at 
midnight the 
men 
marched to the houses, 
gen­ 
erally carrying the owners on 
their shoulders, where 
they 
were served with all they could 
eat of the very best the coun­ 
try could furnish. Such a feast 
would cost a dollar and a half 
a plate now. We will never see 
such happy days again, as the 
people are money mad. 
When I was a boy about ten 
years of age an old man named 
Hatwood, everybody called him 
“ Old Hatawood,” roved through 
the country at will. He was the 
dirtiest man I have ever seen 
and was idiotic, but harm less. 
He sometimes got pretty drunk 
and, of course, was more idiotic 
then than he was before, as most 
men were when drunk. Old Hat- 
wood had no home that I ever 
heard of, but just went from 
house to house to get a bite to 
eat and his appearance gen­ 
erally caused the kids to hide 
out or stay mighty close to 
their mammas. Nowadays such 
a character would be sent to 
the poor house or infirmary 
as we now call them, but if 
there was such a place then I 
never knew it. What became of 
the poor old derilect no one 
seemed to know. We have more 
to be thankful for now than ever 
before as we have all the com­ 
forts that were denied the peo­ 
ple when I was a boy. 
When I was a boy I knew a 
good old woman who, with her 
family, had come out of Ken­ 
tucky. Some seasons had been 
awfully wet, some had been 
dreadfully dry, some had been 
extremely cold and some sea­ 
sons awfully hot, so, not being 
very well pleased with the coun­ 
try and her surroundings she 


longed to return to her beloved 
Kentucky. So she broached the 
subject to her husband in this 
way: “ This is the hottest and 
the coldest, the wettest and the 
dryest and the hell damndest 
country in the world, and I 
want to go back home.” But 
they did not go back and some 
of her descendants now are 
honored 
citizens 
of Howard 
county. While I was still a 
boy this good lady while drying 
apples, fell from a shed and 
broke both her arm s, poor thing. 
Wnen I was a boy my grand­ 
father owned perhaps the larg­ 
est orchard in the county, about" 
ten acres, which is not much of 
an orchard these days. He also 
had a small nursery in which 
all the best varieties of apples 
were cultivated. I 
remember 
well that men drove all the way 
from upper Missouri and South­ 
ern Iowa to buy apples for 
which they paid 50 cents 
a 
bushel. In the fall the cider 
mill would be started and many 
barrels of cider was made and 
sold in Glasgow. The little white 
boys and little Negro boys had 
to pick up the apples and carry 
them to the cider mill and as 
there seemed to be millions of 
yellow 
jackets 
with 
sharp 
stingers, and we were all in our 
long shirt tails, the 
yellow 
jackets made it mighty lively 
for us at times, but we were 
happy just the same. 
When I was a boy there were 
many customs that are now ob­ 
solete. One of them was the 
use of hair 
oil which was in 
common use by both men and 
women, especially among the 
young me i and the young women. 
When a young fellow wanted to 
call on his best girl he greased 
his hair with bear’s oil, highly 
scented with perfume, got out 
his Sunday boots, gave they a 
good greasing with tallow, put on 
a stiff pleated bosom white 
shirt and his suit of mixed jeans 
clothes and went a wooing a girl 
that used as much hair oil as 
he did, but of a finer quality. 
Now these young people were 
just as good, honest and upright 
youngsters as can be found any­ 
where now and smelt a great 
deal better than many of the 
young swains you meet now. 
When I was a boy of 8 or 9 
years 
of age an incident oc­ 
curred in my life that has al­ 
ways caused me to make ex­ 
cuses for the short comings of 
children. The incident was this: 
There had been a party or a 
wedding at our house and next 
morning I was sent with a small 
cake to a M rs. Woods, one of 
our wealthy neighbors. I started 
in good faith, but on the road 
I got to pinching bites off the 
edges of the cake and when I 
finally looked at the cake it 
v/as so ragged on the edges that 
I was ashamed to take it to the 
lady, so I sat down ate all 
I could and stuffed the balance 
in a hollow log. One wrong 
leads to another, so I told that 
M rs. Woods thought the cake 
mighty fine.

labor is complete without getting into the un­ 


reported news of international labor, or the 
new global unionism, or the U. S. labor leaders 
and contacts and activities abroad. 
This is a new era for them. They spend mil­ 
lions of dollars 
on 
other continents. They 
have become the new jet set. They cooperate with 
“sister” unions in other lands and talk of in­ 
ternational 
coordination on the industrial and 
strike fronts. 
In many instances, men whom American labor 
has supported financially and politically have 
become ministers and leaders of the opposition 
parties. Many of these labor leaders today are 
in international diplomacy and are found fre­ 
quently in the halls of 
the UN and Geneva 
“palaces.” 
Many, whom Riesel was the first to discover, 
have made grim headlines. In mid-August 1963, 
for example, after thousands of miles through 
Latin America, Riesel wound up 
in Santo 
Domingo and reported that the Dominican Re­ 
public was Fidel Castro’s next target. 
Your columnist warned then, long before any 
such reports came out of the island nation, that 
the world would soon learn that Communist 
cadres, built around labor action squads would 
move in that land. It happened. 
During the trip, Riesel reported the activities 
of Juan Lechin in Bolivia and predicted that 
this 
miners’ chief would lead a revolt. A few 
months ago, Lechin, with a labor army at his 
back, did just that. 
Riesel was the first to report the infra­ 
power structure of the Communist unions in 
Brazil. He predicted that this would be the base 
of a rebellion there. A year later, such a re­ 
volt started with a union hall as a headquarters. 
Fortunately it was put down by the present, pro- 
US. regime of President Blanco. 
Now Riesel is off for a labor reporting trip. 
This time with Santo Domingo in mind, Riesel will 
go deep into the smaller nations, the now ob­ 
viously vital island republics, the “postage 
stamp countries” of the Caribbean and Central 
and Latin America. If any of these tiny lands 
ever are captured by Communist cadres, they 
would sound as loud as though they were a land 
mass the size of China. 
In the tiny nations, control of the labor move­ 
ments could mean control of the country. This 
story Riesel will seek out and report — also 
the stores of labor - management cooperation 
against the Sino-Soviet - Castro operations. 
To give Victor Riesel travel time and a chance 
to set up operations, some of the nation’s most 
eminent leaders have agreed to answer with 
column - length statements vital questions put 
to them by Riesel. 
Among these pinch - hitter “columnists” 
covering for Riesel are Secretary of Defense 
Robert A. McNamara; National Aeronautical 
and Space Administration Director James E. 
Webb; AFL- CIO President George Meany; 
Michigan’s Governor George Romney; FBI Di­ 
rector J. Edgar Hoover; U. S. Attorney Gen­ 
eral NtelwJas Ksdzeubach; the world authority 
on cybernetics, John Diebold, who invented the 
word “ automation” ; W. P. Gullander, presi­ 
dent of the National Assn. of Manufacturers;

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP -- It all happened in 16 
terrible minutes. 
In that incredible fraction of 
an hour, a U. S. Air Force pilot 
napalm-bombed a target, his 
plane caught fire, he bailed out, 
landed in enemy territorv and 
was plucked to safety by a pass­ 
ing Army helicopter. 
“ That's the only real emer­ 
gency Fve had in more than 4,- 
000 hours in the air," said Capt. 
Edward F. Gallardo, 33, of 
Armstrong Creek, Wis. 
"I feel much safer flying a Jet 
plane than I do driving an auto­ 
mobile." 
Ed is a dark-haired, F100 pilot 
who stands 5 feet 5, and weighs 
only 137 pounds. His wife, Pat, 
and their five children -- none 
of whom is more than 5 years 
old--live in Hampton, Va. 
The fighter pilot's battle or­ 
deal came on a recent Sunday 
when he had to skip morning 
religious services because of an 
early mission. 
The mission was his 35th in 
some 40 days. 
“ I was first of our flight in on 
the target, some Viet Cong em­ 
placements 42 miles south of 
here," said Gallardo. "I came 
in fast at 50 to i00 feet above 
the ground. 
“ I pushed what we call the 
pickle button to release the 
napalm cans. Immediately there 
was a loud explsion, and the 
cockpit filled with smoke. I 
didn't know whether I had been 
hit by ground fire, or something 
had gone wrong with the na­ 
palm. 
"But I couldn't see out. My 
plane was on fire." 
Instinctively, he put the plane 


into a climb. 
“ The smoke began to clear, 
but my plane was burning badly. 
I didn't know whether it would 
blow up or not. But you don't 
bail out over a target area 
if you can help it, and I headed 
toward the sea. 
“ I got up to 5,000feet. At6,000 
feet the speed began to bleed 
down. The plane started to roll. 
The controls had burned away. 
I had become Just a passengei, 
I had to go." 
The captain jettisoned 
his 
canopy, pulled his triggers and 
was ejected. 
“ There was a big blast, and 
the next thing I knew I was 
floating down about 12 miles 
from the target area. It was a 
great view and I had plenty of 
time to think, but all I thought 
about was landing in a clear 
space." 
Gallardo landed standing up 
between two houses in a native 
hamlet. 
“ I hit about 20 feet from a 
small boy," he said. “ His eyes 
got big, he made a 180-degree 
turn and ran. I ran in the oppo­ 
site direction toward a rice 
paddy, 
scattering dogs and 
chickens. I could be picked up 
there, but hide in the shrubbery 
around it if necessary." 
Five planes circled protec­ 
tively around his position and a 
par ares cue team scrambled at 
the base here to get him. But an 
Army helicopter crew, apprised 
of his plight, picked him up. 
“ I wasn't on the ground more 
than five minutes," said the 
captain. 
That afternoon at 5 o'clock the 
captain knelt at Mass in a chapel 
here.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON -— Now that 
open fighting between Ameri­ 
cans and Viet Cong has been de­ 
cided on, Gen. William West­ 
moreland, Uii. commander in 
South Viet Nam, has urged the 
Pentagon to clarify who should 
be in command of the American 
troops on the battlefield. 
The Americans have been 
sent to South Viet Nam to back­ 
stop the South Vietnamese, not 
command 
them. 
And Viet­ 
namese officers will be of­ 
fended if an American is placed 
in command over them. But Gen. 
Westmoreland also doesn't like 
the idea of leaving the fate of 
thousands of American GPs in 
the hands of less experienced 
South Vietnamese officers. 
He wants a unified command 
under his control, even though 
it's a political affront to the 
South Vietnamese. Westmore­ 
land is hopeful that some way 
can be worked out to keep 
American troops under UJ>. 
command wherever they go in­ 
to action. Partial command 
would be impractical, however, 
in a major battle, for who­ 
ever is directing a battle must 
have direct authority over all 
the troops. 
Meanwhile the latest intelli­ 
gence reports identify nine 
North Vietnamese battalions 
operating inside South 
Viet 
Nam. The buildup is so formid­ 
able that major battles could be 
launched at any time. 
Some military advisers have 
recommended pulling all troops 
out of the remote guerrilla, 
controlled areas. This would 
shorten our supply lines and 
save isolated outposts from be­ 
ing overrun. 
However, such withdrawal 
might be interpreted as weak­ 
ness and seriously injure South 
Vietnamese morale.

He is 
pushing a national minimum 
wage of $1.25 for agricultural 
workers, despite opposition of 
the big Southern California 
ranchers; is urging improved 
living conditions for migrant 
workers and recently got $120,- 
000 for bettering them in the 
Coachella Valley. 
Tunney also proposes includ­ 
ing hospital employees in the 
new Social Security bill, is 
plugging to keep $1,600,000 in 
the budget to build reservoirs 
in the Imperial Valley so that 
when farmers order water for 
irrigation purposes and on top 
of this it rains, they can im­ 
pound their surplus water, not 
turn it loose in the desert. 
—UNWANTED COLLEGE— 
Most cities are delighted to 
be the home of a college. But 
Cape May, N J., is battling to 
oust Shelton College, an insti­ 
tution of dubious learning found­ 
ed by rabble-rousing Rev. Carl 
Mclntire, the defrocked 
ex- 
Presbyterian minister. 
The city council of Cape May 
and Mayor Frank Gauvry have 
voted to oust the college. How­ 
ever, Rev. Mclntire has flatly 
refused to move it. 
Recently Mclntire wrote a let­ 
ter to Mayor Gauvry Invit­ 
ing him to greet Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, the South Carolina 
Dixiecrat, “at a patriotic rally 
under our auspices. . .for indi­ 
vidual freedom." 
“ In our controversy with you 
concerning Shelton College," 


said Rev. Mclntire, “you said 
you did not approve of such 
speakers as the Senator when 
he was mentioned by name as 
coming to Cape May. We are 
especially desirous that you 
have this opportunity to meet 
this distinguished ui>. Senator 
and great Amgerican and also 
that in your capacity as a civic 
spokesman you greet the Sena­ 
tor. 
“ It will be conducive for bet­ 
ter understanding and appre­ 
ciation of the liberties which 
we enjoy as Americans," wrote 
Mclntire. 
Mayor Gauvry declined. 
Meanwhile Shelton College is 
housed in the Christian Ad­ 
miral Hotel, owned by Mcln­ 
tire, where he continues to be 
a thorn in the flesh of the city 
council. 
Cape May authorities met 
with college authorities, asked 
if they intended to continue 
bringing such speakers as Gen. 
Edwin Walker, who retired from 
the Army after a squabble in­ 
volving the teaching of John 
Birch literature to troops, and 
Sen. Thurmond. The college 
stated that it did so intend. 
The institution has only one 
hundred students. Indications 
are that its accreditation will 
not be renewed. The Cape May 
city council has denied it re­ 
zoning, and the N ew Jersey Su­ 
preme Court has upheld the city. 
Shelton College is now under 
orders to vacate the hotel by 
September, 
1966. The city 
fathers of Cape May are anxious 
for education but not of this 
variety. 
—UNDERGROUND WIRING—

CIVIL SERVICE 
The time has come to begin 
asking 
searching 
questions 
about an institution in our gov­ 
ernment often regarded as auto­ 
matically “a good thing": the 
civil service system. 
The civil service system was 
established 
more than three 
quarters of a century ago when, 
comparatively speaking, 
our 
government was a minnow in 
relation to the great whale it 
has since become. The making 
of government policy in those 
far-off days was a task a very 
small number of people could 
perform. The somewhat larger 
number who carried out the 
policies had nothing to do with 
making them, and there was no 
reason why they should not be 
kept permanently on the job. 
But today, professional civil 
servants fill many vital policy­ 
making positions in Washington. 
They staff the “ middle echelon" 
of the State Department1 and re­ 
lated agencies where vital de­ 
cisions are made concerning 
our 
nation's safety. 
They 
regulate many of the nation's 
businesses. 
They 
gather 
statistics on which our whole 
national economic 
policy is 
based. 
Holding 
critical 
positions, 
hostile civil servants can ef­ 
fectively undermine any policy 
they dislike while effectively 
promoting policies they do like, 
regardless of the wishes of their 
appointed superiors. Yet under 
civil service regulations, it is 
almost impossible to remove 
even the most obstructive. 
Serious consideration should 
be given to removing the nearly 
absolute 
guarantee 
of 
job 
security from those whose job 
involves the nation's security, 
and replacing it with a more 
fexible system which will in­ 
sure that our policies are faith­ 
fully carried out. 
For competent, faithful serv­ 
ice, our civil servants deserve 
just compensation, but not a 
“ right" to unending support by 
the taxpayers regardless 
of 
performance. HLH 


Inside Labor

Reuther Moving to Train Na­ 
tion's Poor for Action. 
Washington, D. C.: — In olden 
days when one’s grandmother, 
newly arrived on these shores, 
sought for an expression of 
futility, she'd shrug her shoul­ 
ders and in her best American- 
ese say: “ You can't fight City 
Hall." 
She was poor then. City Hall 
was the castle on the moun- 
taintop. But the poor are dif­ 
ferent today. They are fighting 
city hall — all over the land. 
They are well organized. They 
are a new social force. 
Though still unnoticed, theirs 
is a social revolution, a chal­ 
lenge to the local “ establish­ 
ment" and to the old-line poli­ 
tical leaders and, yes indee^ 
soon a challenge to America's 
labor 
leadership 
as 
well. 
Those in the “ Poverty" head­ 
quarters 
of Sargent Shriver 
here see it clearly. 
So does the president Walt 
Reuther. 
TTiey see it coming not so 
much because of the distribu­ 
tion of millions of dollars to 
millions of people in seething 
tenement districts. 
They see it, rather, as a re­ 
sult of the organization 
and 
training of the poor for lead­ 
ership in the slum - jammed 
precincts of the nation's great 
cities. 
Out of this will come an inner 
infra - structure of political 
strength which will be in the 
hands of proletarians still un­ 
known. 
There is much to “support the 
thesis that there is something 
of a social revolution in the 
making," one of Sargent Shriv- 
er's Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity highly - placed col­ 
leagues said to a friend the 
other day, “which has its impli­ 
cations for the 'local estab­ 
lishments* 
and, 
indeed, for 
labor organizations too." 
He pointed out that his chie^ 
Sargent Shriver, also refers to 
the development as a “social 
revolution," and noted that even 
the most liberal of mayors are 
disturbed by the poor's chal­ 
lenge to their City Hall power. 
“ This arises first out of the 
requirement in the Economic 
Opportunity Act that there be 
. . maximum feasible par­ 
ticipation of residents of the 
areas and members of the cor­ 
porations served* in commu­ 
nity action program to eliminate 
poverty,” 
he 
explained. 
“ Therefore, the poor are re- 
enfranchised and are begin­ 
ning to speak for themselves to 


constitute another voice to be 
reckoned with in civic affairs. 
“It may well be that those of 
the poor who are being paid 
to help administer some of the 
anti - poverty programs will 
throw up from their ranks new 
leaders of a segment of our pop­ 
ulation — the poor — which to­ 
tals 34.6 million throughout‘the 
nation." 
Already there are some 45,- 
000 paid poor 
involved 
in 
Project Head - Start alone. 
This is the eight-week summer 
training program for poor chil­ 
dren who will enter school this 
fall. 
There are more than 30,000 
additional poor who will be paid 
employes of other community 
action programs by summer's 
end. 
And this is just the beginning. 
Several hundred thousand more 
poor will be hired to work for 
and 
administer anti-poverty 
programs street by street, 
community by community, i 
On 
each local Community 
Action 
Agency's 
governing 
board there will be an average 
of 10 poor as policy-makers. 
These will total in the thou­ 
sands eventually. They will be 
elected in their precincts. They, 
not the clubhouse leader, will 
become the poor's advocates — 
at city hall and, soon, insid^the 
labor movement. 
Reuther has moved to meet 
this social challenge by join­ 
ing with the challengers. Under 
his leadership and with a grant 
of auto union funds, he has 
launched the Citizens' Crusade 
Against Poverty. It now has a 
Washington headquarters and in 
August it will have a full time 
director. 
Reuther's theme was struck 
in a recent statement. Char­ 
acteristically, he said: “ Plans 
for developing leadership po­ 
tentials among the poor are 
based on the already demon­ 
strated capacity of the poverty- 
stricken to take active roles in 
the development and carrying 
out of programs. 
“Leadership 
training pro­ 
grams will train people in or* 
ganizational techniques and give 
them a knowledge of commu­ 
nity structure and resources 
so that they may more effec­ 
tively press for needed aqtion 
whether it is in the field of hous­ 
ing, education, welfare admin­ 
istration 
or other matters 
of concern."

The song “ America” was first publicly sung 
by the children of Boston at a Fourth of July 
celebration in 1832. 
Poet Walt Whitman published in Brooklyn, 
New' York, the first edition of Leaves of Grass 
in 1855. 
Calvin Coolidge, 
30th president of the U. S., 
was born in Plymouth, Vermont, in 1872. 
George M. Cohan, American composer, actor, 
and theatrical producer, was born in 1878. 
General John J. Pershing placed a wreath on the 
grave of the Marquis de Lafayette in Paris in 
1917, saying, “ Lafayette, we are h ere.”

more realization of what is behind it all. That 
more minds will dwell on the greatness of our 
country, and on love for it. 
In the past, just as now, there have been 
times when many Americans wondered if the 
United States was traveling the road to pride. 
In 1776 and the young years that followed there 
were strongly differing opinions about our 
course. During all our wars, and all our peace­ 
time crises, there have been sincere, thought­ 
ful citizens who were firmly convinced our coun­ 
try was headed for perdition. 
BUT THE passage of time is a great analyzer. 
We know now that in the Revolutionary days, 
thanks to those true Americans 
who framed

The Flag was displayed at hundreds of our 
citizens’ homes. 
For the Fourth and our nation are as glorious 
as ever.

It was his behind-the-scenes reporting from 
Asia, Africa, Latin America and even in Europe 
which brought into the world spotlight the p re­ 
viously unnoticed men of real powrer who within 
a few months became international headline- 
makers. 
Riesel 
digs 
them out by following his beat 
around the world. No coverage 
of American 
labor is complete without getting into the un- 


1 reported news of international labor, or 
the 
new global unionism, or the U. S. labor leaders 
and contacts and activities abroad. 
This is a new era for them. They spend mil­ 
lions of dollars 
on 
other continents. They 
have become the new jet set. They cooperate with 
’ “ siste r” unions in other lands and talk of in­ 
ternational 
coordination on the industrial and 
strike fronts. 
In many instances, men whom American labor 
has supported financially and politically have 
become ministers and leaders of the opposition 
parties. Many of these labor leaders today are 
in international diplomacy and are found fre­ 
quently in the halls of 
the UN and Geneva 
“ palaces.” 
Many, whom Riesel was the first to discover, 
have made grim headlines, In mid-August 1963, 
for example, after thousands of miles through 
Latin America, Riesel wound up 
in Santo 
Domingo and reported that the Dominican Re­ 
public w'as Fidel Castro’s next target. 
Your columnist warned then, long before any 
such reports came out of the island nation, that 
the world would soon learn that Communist 
cadres, built around labor action squads would 
move in that land. It happened. 
During the trip, Riesel reported the activities 
of Juan Lechin in Bolivia and predicted that 
this 
m iners’ chief would lead a revolt. A few 
months ago, Lechin, wdth a labor army at his 
back, did just that. 
Riesel was the first to report the infra­ 
power structure of the Communist unions in 
Brazil. He predicted that this would be the base 
of a rebellion there. A year later, such a re­ 
volt started with a union hall as a headquarters. 
Fortunately it was put down by the present, pro- 
US. regime of President Branco. 
Now Riesel is off for a labor reporting trip. 
This time with Santo Domingo in mind, Riesel will 
go deep into the smaller nations, the now ob­ 
viously vital island republics, the “ postage 
stamp countries” of the Caribbean and Central 
and Latin America. If any of these tiny lands 
ever are captured by Communist cadres, they 
would sound as loud as though they were a land 
mass the size of China. 
In the tiny nations, control of the labor move­ 
ments could mean control of the country. This 
story Riesel will seek out and report — also 
the stores of labor - management cooperation 
against the Sino-Soviet - Castro operations. 
To give Victor Riesel travel time and a chance 
to set up operations, some of the nation’s most 
eminent leaders have agreed to answer with 
column - length statements vital questions put 
to them by Riesel. 
Among these pinch - hitter “ columnists” 
covering for Riesel are Secretary of Defense 
Robert A. McNamara; National Aeronautical 
and Space Administration Director James E. 
Webb; AFL- CIO President George Meany; 
Michigan’s Governor George Romney; FBI Di­ 
rector J. Edgar Hoover; U. S. Attorney Gen­ 
eral. Ntedaoias Katzeabach; the world authority 
on cybernetics, John Diebold, who invented the 
word “ automation” ; W. P. Gullander, p resi­ 
dent of the National Assn. of Manufacturers;

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP — It all happened in 16 
terrib le m inutes. 
In that incredible fraction of 
an hour, a U. S. Air Force pilot 
napalm -bombed a target, his 
plane caught fire, he bailed out, 
landed in enemy territo ry and 
was plucked to safety by a pass­ 
ing Army helicopter. 
“ That’s the only real em er­ 
gency I've had in more than 4,- 
000 hours in the a ir,” said Capt. 
Edward F. Gallardo, 33, of 
A rm strong Creek, Wis. 
“ I feel much safer flying a jet 
plane than I do driving an auto­ 
mobile.” 
Ed is a dark -haired, F IOO pilot 
who stands 5 feet 5, and weighs 
only 137 pounds. His wife, Pat, 
and their five children — none 
of whom is m ore than 5 years 
old--live in Hampton, Va. 
The fighter pilot’s battle o r­ 
deal came on a recent Sunday 
when he had to skip morning 
religious services because of an 
early mission. 
The m ission was his 35th in 
some 40 days. 
“ I was first of our flight in on 
the target, some Viet Cong em ­ 
placem ents 42 m iles south of 
h ere,” said Gallardo. “ I came 
In fast at 50 to IOO feet above 
the ground. 
“ I pushed what we call the 
pickle button to release the 
napalm cans. Immediately there 
was a loud explsion, and the 
cockpit filled with smoke. I 
didn't know whether I had been 
hit by ground fire, or something 
had gone wrong with the na­ 
palm. 
“ But I couldn’t see out. My 
plane was on fire .” 
Instinctively, he put the plane 


into a climb. 
“ The smoke began to clear, 
but my plane was burning badly. 
I didn't know whether it would 
blow up or not. But you don't 
bail out over a target area 
if you can help it, and I headed 
toward the sea. 
“ I got up to 5,000 feet. At 6,000 
feet the speed began to bleed 
down. The plane started to roll. 
The controls had burned away. 
I had become just a passengei, 
I had to go.” 
The captain jettisoned 
his 
canopy, pulled his triggers and 
was ejected. 
“ There was a big blast, and 
the next thing I knew I was 
floating down about 12 miles 
from the target area. It was a 
great view and I had plenty of 
time to think, but all I thought 
about was landing in a clear 
space.” 
Gallardo landed standing up 
between two houses in a native 
hamlet. 
“ I hit about 20 feet from a 
sm all boy,” he said. “ His eyes 
got big, he made a 180-degree 
turn and ran. I ran in the oppo­ 
site direction toward a rice 
paddy, 
scattering 
dogs 
and 
chickens. I could be picked up 
there, but hide in the shrubbery 
around it if necessary.” 
Five planes circled protec­ 
tively around his position and a 
pararescue team scram bled at 
the base here to get him. But an 
Army helicopter crew, apprised 
of his plight, picked him up. 
“ I wasn’t on the ground more 
than five m inutes,” said the 
captain. 
That afternoon at 5 o'clock the 
captain knelt at M ass in a chapel 
here. 
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that any time a tra ile r of any 
description is in tow,

WASHINGTON 
— Now that 
open fighting between A m eri­ 
cans and Viet Cong has been de­ 
c id e d on, Gen. William West. 
moreland, U Ji. com mander in 
South Viet Nam, has urged the 
Pentagon to clarify who should 
be in command of theA m erican 
troops on the battlefield. 
The 
A m ericans have been 
sent to South Viet Nam to back­ 
stop the South Vietnam ese, not 
command 
them . 
And 
Viet­ 
nam ese officers will be of- 
fended if an Am erican is placed 
in command over them. But Gen. 
W estmoreland also doesn’t like 
the idea of leaving the fate of 
thousands of A m erican GI*s in 
the hands of le ss experienced 
South Vietnamese officers. 
He wants a unified command 
under his control, even though 
it’s a political affront to the 
South Vietnam ese. W estm ore­ 
land is hopeful that som e way 
can be worked out to keep 
American troops under U.S. 
command w herever they go in­ 
to 
action. 
P artial 
command 
would be im practical, however, 
in a m ajor battle, for who­ 
ever is directing a battle must 
have direct authority over all 
the troops. 
Meanwhile the latest intelli­ 
gence 
reports 
identify 
nine 
North 
Vietnamese 
battalions 
operating inside South 
Viet 
Nam. The buildup is so form id­ 
able that m ajor battles could be 
launched at any tim e. 
Some m ilitary advisers have 
recommended pulling all troops 
out of the rem ote guerrilla- 
controlled a re a s. Tins would 
shorten our supply lines and 
save isolated outposts from be­ 
ing overrun.

Security bill, is 
plugging to keep $1,600,000 in 
the budget to build reserv o irs 
in the Imperial Valley so that 
when farm ers order w ater for 
irrigation purposes and on top 
of this it rains, they can im­ 
pound their surplus w ater, not 
turn it loose in the desert. 
—UNWANTED COLLEGE— 
Most cities a re delighted to 
be the home of a college. But 
Cape May, N .J., is battling to 
oust Shelton College, an insti­ 
tution of dubious learning found­ 
ed by rabble-rousing Rev. Carl 
Mclntire, the defrocked 
ex- 
Presbyterian m inister. 
The city council of Cape May 
and Mayor Frank Gauvry have 
voted to oust the college. How­ 
ever, Rev. M clntire has flatly 
refused to move it. 
Recently M cln tirew ro tealet- 
ter 
to 
Mayor Gauvry invit­ 
ing him to greet Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, the South Carolina 
Dixiecrat, “ at a patriotic rally 
under our auspices. . .for indi­ 
vidual freedom .” 
“ In our controversy with you 
concerning 
Shelton College,” 


said Rev. M clntire, “ you said 
you did not approve of such 
speakers a s the Senator when 
he was mentioned by name as 
coming to Cape May. We a re 
especially desirous that you 
have this opportunity to meet 
this distinguished ui>. Senator 
and great A m gerican and also 
that in your capacity as a civic 
spokesman you greet the Sena­ 
tor. 


“ It will be conducive for bet­ 
ter understanding and appre­ 
ciation of the liberties which 
we enjoy as A m ericans,” wrote 
M clntire. 
M ajor Gauvry declined. 
Meanwhile Shelton College is 
housed in the C hristian Ad­ 
miral Hotel, owned by Mcln­ 
tire, where he continues to be 
a thorn in the flesh of the city 
council. 
Cape May authorities met 
with college authorities, asked 
if they intended to continue 
bringing such speakers as Gen. 
Edwin W alker, who retired from 
the Army afte r a squabble in­ 
volving the 
teaching of John 
Birch literatu re to troops, and 
Sen. 
Thurmond. 
The college 
stated that 
it did so intend. 
The institution has only one 
hundred 
students. Indications 
are that its accreditation will 
not be renewed. The Cape May 
city council has denied it re ­ 
zoning, and the New Jersey Su­ 
prem e Court has upheld the city. 
Shelton College is now under 
orders to vacate the hotel by 
September, 
1966. 
The 
city 
fathers of Cape May a re anxious 
for education but not of this 
variety.

"CIVIL SERVICE 
The time has come to begin 
asking 
searching 
questions 
about an institution in our gov­ 
ernm ent often regarded as auto­ 
m atically “ a good thing” : the 
civil service system . 
The civil service system was 
established 
more than three 
quarters of a century ago when, 
com paratively speaking, 
our 
government was a minnow in 
relation to the great whale it 
has since become. The making 
of government policy in those 
far-off days was a task a very 
sm all number of people could 
perform . The somewhat larger 
number who carried out the 
policies had nothing to do with 
making them, and there was no 
reason why they should not be 
kept perm anently on the job. 
But today, professional civil 
servants fill many vital policy­ 
making positions in Washington. 
They staff the “ middle echelon” 
of the State Department- and re - 
lated agencies where vital de­ 
cisions are 
made concerning 
our 
nation's safety. 
They 
regulate many of the nation's 
businesses. 
They 
gather 
statistics on which our whole 
national economic 
policy is 
based. 
Holding 
critical 
positions, 
hostile civil servants can ef­ 
fectively undermine any policy 
they dislike while effectively 
promoting policies they do like, 
regardless of the wishes of their 
appointed superiors. Yet under 
civil service regulations, it is 
alm ost impossible to remove 
even the most obstructive. 
Serious consideration should 
be given to removing the nearly 
absolute 
guarantee 
of 
job 
security from those whose job 
involves the nation’s security, 
and replacing it with a more 
fexible system which will in­ 
sure that our policies are faith­ 
fully carried out. 
For competent, faithful se rv ­ 
ice, our civil servants deserve 
just compensation, but not a 
“ right” to unending support by 
the taxpayers regardless

Reuther Moving to Train Na­ 
tion’s Poor for Action. 
Washington, D. C.: — In olden 
days when one’s grandm other, 
newly arrived on these shores, 
sought for an expression of 
futility, she’d shrug her shoul­ 
ders and in h er best Am erican- 
ese say: “ You can’t fight City 
H all.” 
She was poor then. City Hall 
was the castle on the moun­ 
taintop. But the poor are dif­ 
ferent today. They are fighting 
city hall — all over the land. 
They are well organized. They 
are a new social force. 
Though still unnoticed, theirs 
is a social revolution, a chal­ 
lenge to the local “ establish­ 
m ent” and to the old-line poli­ 
tical leaders and, yes indeed, 
soon a challenge to America’s 
labor 
leadership 
as 
well. 
Those in the “ Poverty” head­ 
quarters 
of 
Sargent Shriver 
here see It clearly. 
So does the president Walt 
Reuther. 
They see it coming not so 
much because of the distribu­ 
tion of millions of dollars to 
m illions of people in seething 
tenem ent d istricts. 
They see it, rather, as a re ­ 
sult of the organization 
and 
training of the poor for lead­ 
ership 
in the slum - jammed 
precincts of the nation’s great 
cities. 
Out of this will come an inner 
infra - stru ctu re 
of political 
strength which will be in 
the 
hands of proletarians still un­ 
known. 
There is much to “ support the 
thesis that there is something 
of a social revolution in the 
making,” one of Sargent Shriv- 
e r’s Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity highly - placed col­ 
leagues said to a friend the 
other day, “ which has its impli­ 
cations for the 'local estab­ 
lishm ents' 
and, 
indeed, for 
labor organizations too.” 
He pointed out that his chie^ 
Sargent Shriver, also refers to 
the development as a “ social 
revolution,” and noted that even 
the m ost liberal of m ayors are 
disturbed by the poor’s chal­ 
lenge to their City Hall power. 
“ This arise s first out of the 
requirem ent in the Economic 
Opportunity Act that there be 
’. . . maximum feasible par­ 
ticipation of residents of the 
areas and m em bers of the cor­ 
porations served' in commu­ 
nity action program to eliminate 
poverty,” 
he 
explained. 
“ Therefore, the poor are re - 
enfranchised and a re begin­ 
ning to speak for them selves to 


constitute another voice to be 
reckoned with in civic affairs. 
“ It may well be that those of 
the poor who are being paid 
to help adm inister some of the 
anti - poverty 
program s will 
throw up from their ranks new 
leaders of a segment of our pop­ 
ulation — the poor — which to­ 
tals 34.6 million throughout‘the 
nation.” 
Already there are some 45,- 
000 paid poor 
involved 
in 
P roject Head - Start alone. 
This is the eight-week sum m er 
training program for poor chil­ 
dren who will enter school this 
fall. 
There are more than 30,000 
additional poor who will bepaid 
employes of other community 
action program s by sum m er’s 
end. 
And this is just the beginning. 
Several hundred thousand more 
poor will be hired to work for 
and 
adm inister 
anti-poverty 
program s 
street 
by 
street, 
community by community. , 
On 
each 
local 
Community 
Action 
Agency’s 
governing 
board there will be an average 
of IO poor as policy-m akers. 
These will total in the thou­ 
sands eventually. They will be 
elected in their precincts. They, 
not the clubhouse leader, will 
become the poor's advocates — 
at city hall and, soon, inside the 
labor movement. 
Reuther has moved to meet 
this social challenge by join­ 
ing with the challengers. Under 
his leadership and with a grant 
of auto union funds, he has 
launched the C itizens’ Crusade 
Against Poverty. It now has a 
Washington headquarters and in 
August it will have a full time 
director. 
R euther’s 
theme was struck 
in 
a 
recent statem ent. Char­ 
acteristically, he said: “ Plans 
for developing leadership po­ 
tentials among the poor 
are 
based on the already demon­ 
strated capacity of the poverty- 
stricken to take active roles in 
the development and carrying 
out of program s. 
“ Leadership 
training pro­ 
gram s will train people in or­ 
ganizational techniques and give 
them a knowledge of commu­ 
nity structure and resources 
so that they may m ore effec­ 
tively press for needed aqtion 
w hether it is in the field of hous­ 
ing, education, welfare admin­ 
istration 
or 
other 
m atters 
of concern.”

Nearly all programs advocated 
by Governor Warren E. Hearnes 
before the 43rd General As­ 
sembly back in January swept 
through the recently ended ses­ 
sion which saw the assembly 
heaped with praise from Mis­ 
souri's youthful governor. 
In fact, the governor made the 
unprecedented move of appear­ 
ing before both chambers in 
the final moments of the session 
to praise legislators personally 
for their efforts over the past 
six months. 
REAPPORTIONMENT 
Even before the legislature 
met in January, there were 
signs and even open discussion 
of the fact that little could be 
expected from this session be­ 
cause of the squabble that would 
arise over court-ordered re­ 
apportionment and redistrict - 
ing. 
However, despite heated de­ 
bate and lengthy oratory, both 
were finally accomplished, but 
it will be some time before it’s 
known whether the plans brought 
Out by the legislature will suit 
federal authority. 
The size of the house is to 
be increased to 168 members 
if the voters approve a constitu­ 
tional change August 17. At the 
same election, voters also will 
be balloting on the proposal 
possibly most dear to Hearnes' 
heart, gubernatorial 
succes­ 
sion; and a measure to allow 
communities to sell property 
financed under bonds after such 
bonds are retired. 
CIVIL RIGHTS 
In the area of Civil Rights, 
programs advocated by the gov­ 
ernor to place Missouri in line 
with federal statutes were ac­ 
cepted. Also, another point was 
to strengthen the present Com­ 
mission 
on Human 
Rights 
through budgetary means. 
Heretofore, the commission 
had been saddled with an ex­ 
tremely low budget which al­ 
lowed for hardly any action.

Among the steps taken were 
ones to increase the number of 
highway patrolmen, require­ 
ment of visual testing on license 
renewal and the most important, 
the chemical test for drunken­ 
ness. 
The latter is an implied con­ 
sent measure whereby an appli­ 
cant for a driver's license is 
held automatically to have given 
his consent to be tested for 
drunkenness while driving if 
reasonable grounds exist. 
Another measure strengthen­ 
ing the hand of the state High­ 
way Patrol allows the use of 
radar-equipped planes, where 
the arresting officer on the 
ground did not actually see the 
speeding offense occur. 
GROSS RECEIPTS TAX 
In order to correct a situa­ 
tion created by the state sales 
tax, the General Assembly was 
asked to revamp the program 
into what is commonly called 
a gross receipts tax. To most 
people it will have little effect, 


except the bracketing system 
has been dropped to provide 
for the sales tax to start at 15 
cents. 
Most affected, of course, are 
vending machine operators who 
now must pay a three per cent 
tax on their gross sales. The 
previous system was held in­ 
valid in the courts as it did not 
specify that it was to tax vendors 
on the gross receipts. 
COUNCIL ON THE ARTS 
New York has ably demon­ 
strated that a state council 
on the arts can be operated at 
a minimal cost while upgrading 
the state's cultural heritage. 
Thus, the General 
Assembly 
was asked by Governor Hearnes 
to place Missouri in a similar 
position, and he won out, al­ 
though the Initial appropriations 
request was whacked from a 
suggested $250,000 to $170,000 
but many feel this is a real 
step in the right direction. 
OTHER MEASURES 
Other measures enacted by the 
legislature and accepted by the 
governor will create an air 
pollution study program; put 
into action a conflict of inter­ 
est law aimed primarily at 
lobbyists with members of the 
legislature and the executive 
branch all but exempted; in­ 
creases the state Highway Com­ 
mission from four to six (this 
was a bill even the governor 
had all but given up hope on); 
increase by some $10 million 
the school foundation law; and 
set up four-year educational 
programs at Joplin and St. Jo­ 
seph.

SANTA CLAUS, Ind. AP—What 
does Santa Claus do in the sum­ 
mer? 
Mainly, he talks to youngsters. 
He asks them if they have been 
saying their prayers and shar­ 
ing the toys and happiness he 
brought them last year. 
From Easter to Christmas 
Eve, this tiny southern Indiana 
hamlet is Santa Claus Land. 
An estimated 500,000 persons 
this year will visit the town, 
which traces its history to a 
group of settlers in the mid- 19th 
century and now enjoys one of 
the nation's most famous post­ 
marks. 
Those who come here, adults 
and children alike, will 
be 
greeted with a hearty “ Ho, ho, 
ho" by Jim Yellig, who has 
played Santa Claus for nearly 46 
years. 
Yellig, 72, refuses to step out 
of character. "This is my life," 
he says with a twinkle topping 
his snowy beard. 
Since 1930, Yellig has been a 
full-time Santa. The 120 em­ 
ployes who man the 200-acre 
Santa Claus Land know him by 
no other name. 
"Lots of kiddies ask me why 
Pm not at the North Pole," he 
says. “ Well, I tell them I used 
to lie but no one ever came to 
visit me there." 
In winter, when snow drapes 
the amusement park, the pi­ 
oneer and Indian villages and 
the toy museum, the visitors 


thin out. 
The Santa Claus post office 
annually handles four million 
pieces of mail, with help from 
the local American Legion. 
The town's population is only 
38. 
Years ago, a small group of 
settlers migrated to the gentle 
rolling hills here to build their 
log cabins. 
On Christmas Eve in 1852, the 
settlers met in theSalemMeth­ 
odist church to choose a name 
for their village. They were 
irked because the government 
had rejected a request that the 
community be named Santa Fe. 
There already was a town by 
that name, Washington pointed 
out. 
As they deliberated, the jingle 
of bells was heard outside. 
"Santa Claus!" shouted the 
village children. 
“ It's Santa 
Claus!" One of the settlers por­ 
traying St. Nick had arrived 
with his bag of presents. 
The townspeople quickly voted 
the name for their village. 
In the 114 years since, Santa 
Claus land has grown to a $750,- 
000-a-year business. 
Children tugging at their par­ 
ents' hands come to meet Santa 
Claus and get in an early word 
on what they hope to find be­ 
neath the Christmas tree. 
“ I never promise them any­ 
thing," says Yellig. “ But I tell 
them all I will do the best I 
can."

CAMPBELL — Mayor W. A. 
Cruse has announced that the 
city of Campbell has approved 
a bid for the purchase and erec­ 
tion of a new water storage 
tank and tower. 
Lower bids approved by the 
councilmen were for $33,530 for 
the tank and tower, to be erect­ 
ed by the Pittsburg-Des Moines 
Steel Col. of Des Moines, Iowa; 
and $2,215 by the Stites Con­ 
crete, Inc., of Dexter for the 
concrete footings. 
The contractors have 180 days, 
or six months, to complete the 
work.

You don’t see the machines 
but do see their handiwork in 
drug stores, supermarkets and 
other retail outlets across the 
nation. 
Some members of the Pack­ 
aging Machinery Manufacturers 
Institute will tell you that many 
of today’s familiar items would 
never have reached the public 
.without the discovery of the 
proper machinery to make the 
exact, and popular, package. 
Even so, the institute presi­ 
dent, Eugene E. Lakso, says 
that the entire industry now 
boasts only $400 million a year 
in annual sales. But, he quickly 
adds, It is growing fast. 
Some of the machtaer is highly 
complicated, 
sort 
of little 
brother to computers. 
One big corporation with a 
division in the business is East­ 
man Kodak of Rochester, N. Y. 
It has developed a device to 
pluck a product from one ma­ 
chine while using another to 
take tiny pellets of raw material 
loaded in a hopper. It breaks 
these pellets down, spins them 
into a packaging material to fit 
exactly the contour of 
the 
product in a few seconds.

In the field of oral contracep­ 
tives, the machines stamp num­ 
bers on the pills so that the user 
has a constant check against 
error. Now being tested is a ma­ 
chine that will take varying 
sizes of pills, insert and number 
them in proper sequence, wrap 
them in different colored ma­ 
terials as a further prevention 
of error. 
Drug manufacturers also use 
machines, such as made by the 
New Jersey Machine Corpora­ 
tion of Hoboken, N. J., which 
electronically read the labels of 
raw materials and also scan 
labels on the finished products 
to correct errors.

“ A critical knowledge of tee 
Greek and Roman and French 
poetry, history and oratory, a 
thorough comprehensive knowl­ 
edge of natural, civil, commer­ 
cial and province law, will draw 
upon me tee esteem and per­ 
haps admiration tho possibly 
the envy too of the judges of 
both courts, or (he lawyers and 
of juries, who will spread my 
fame thro the province, will 
draw around me a swarm of 
clients who will furnish me with 
a plentiful provision for my own 
support, and for the increase of 
my fortune.. . I shall be able to 
defend innocence, to punish guilt 
and to promote truth and justice 
among mankind.** 
Wendell D. Garrett, an asso­ 
ciate 
editor of the Adams 
papers at the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, found the 
diary while looking through tee 
Tyler papers for possible love 
letters from Adams* daughter to 
Tyler. 
Garrett spotted the document 
which bore no name but was to 
Adams* small, cramped hand­ 
writing. 
Historians 
are deciphering 
and editing tee 28-page docu­ 
ment, preparing it for publica­ 
tion by tee Belknap Press of 
Harvard University Press.

When I was a boy Negroes 
were not perm itted to leave 
their homes without a pass from 
their 
owner. 
There 
were 
‘p atro llers’ whose business it 
was to whip any Negro caught 
away from home without a pass, 
and was paid for each 
one 
whipped. However, this did not 
prevent young Negro men from 
going visiting at night, for the 
white children often 
wrote 
passes for them, and I have 
scribbled passes before I could 
w rite, the Negro saying that 
while the patrol was trying to 
make out what was on the paper 
he could make his escape and 
he always did — except at 
one tim e when two pacrol of­ 
ficers were together. I now know 
that patrolling was a brutal 
custom and none but the toughest 
white men would take the place. 
When I was a boy I never 
heard of a pair of socks or 
stockings being bought by any­ 
body in the country. All the 
socks and stockings for both 
m aster and slave were knitted 
at home out of home made yarn 
.that had been carded and spun 
right on the prem ises. And most 
of the shoes and boots were 
made at home also. Life was not 
a dream back in the country 
when I was a boy, but there 
was one blessed thing about 
living then and that was that 
nearly everybody was happy and 
contented with their lot and will­ 
ing to extend the helping hand 
to anyone in need. Nobody had 
much money, neither did they 
need much as taxes were al­ 
most nothing and about all one 
had to buy was coffee and sugar, 
a little calico and domestic, 
and occasionally a little tea. 
People lived off the farm and 
lived well. 
When I was a boy many farm ­ 
e rs gathered their corn and 
threw it in a huge pile along side 
of the crib, usually under a 
shed. 
Then when it was all 
gathered Invitations were sent 
out inviting the neighbors to a 
corn shucking. 
Uusally 
the 
shuckers were 
Negroes who 
paired off, dividing the pile of 
corn, chose captains and the fun 
commenced. One man would 
sing by him self but all the men 
would join in the chorus. It 
was better than a modern con­ 
cert and Caruso was not much 
ahead of some of those Negro 
singers. 
There was always 
plenty of liquor refreshm ents 
and at 
midnight the 
men 
m arched to the houses, 
gen­ 
erally carrying the owners on 
their shoulders, where 
they 
were served with all they could 
eat of the very best the coun­ 
try could furnish. Such a feast 
would cost a dollar and a half 
a plate now. We will never see 
such happy days again, as the 
people are money mad. 
When I was a boy about ten 
years of age an old man named 
Hatwood, everybody called him 
“ Old Hatawood,” roved through 
the country at will. He was the 
dirtiest man I have ever seen 
and was idiotic, but harm less. 
He som etim es got pretty drunk 
and, of course, was m ore idiotic 
then than he was before, as most 
men were when drunk. Old Hat- 
wood had no home that I ever 
heard of, but just went from 
house to house to get a bite to 
eat and his appearance gen­ 
erally caused the kids to hide 
out or stay mighty close to 
th eir mam m as. Nowadays such 
a character would be sent to 
the poor house or infirm ary 
as we now call them, but if 
there was such a place then I 
never knew it. What became of 
the poor old derilect no one 
seem ed to know. We have more 
to be thankful for now than ever 
before as we have all the com­ 
forts that were denied the peo­ 
ple when I was a boy. 
When I was a boy I knew a 
good old woman who, with her 
family, had come out of Ken­ 
tucky. Some seasons had been 
awfully wet, 
some had been 
dreadfully dry, some had been 
extrem ely cold and som e sea­ 
sons awfully hot, so, not being 
very well pleased with the coun­ 
try and her surroundings she 


longed to return to her beloved 
Kentucky. So she broached the 
subject to her husband in this 
way: “ This is the hottest and 
the coldest, the wettest and the 
dryest and the hell damndest 
country in the world, and I 
want to go back home.” But 
they did lot go back and some 
of her descendants now are 
honored 
citizens 
of Ho yard 
county. While I was still a 
boy this good lady while drying 
apples, fell from a shed and 
broke both her arm s, poor thing. 
Wnen I was a boy my grand­ 
father owned perhaps the larg­ 
est orchard in the county, about' 
ten acres, which is not much of 
an orchard these days. He also 
had a sm all nursery in which 
all the best varieties of apples 
w ere cultivated. I 
rem em ber 
well that men drove all the way 
from upper M issouri and South­ 
ern Iowa to buy apples for 
which they paid 50 cents 
a 
bushel. In the fall the cider 
mill would be started and many 
b arrels o ' cider was made and 
sold in Glasgow, The little white 
boys and little Negro boys had 
to pick up the apples and carry 
them to the cider m ill and as 
there seem ed to be m illions of 
yellow 
jackets 
with 
sharp 
stingers, and we were all in our 
long shirt tails, the 
yellow 
jackets made it mighty lively 
for us at tim es, but we were 
happy just the sam e. 
When I was a boy there were 
many customs that are now ob­ 
solete. One of them was the 
use of hair 
oil which was in 
common use by both men and 
women, especially among the 
young me i and i:he young women. 
When a young fellow wanted to 
call on his best girl he greased 
his hair with bear’s oil, highly 
scented with perfume, got out 
his Sunday boots, gave they a 
good greasing with tallow, put on 
a stiff pleated bosom white 
shirt and his suit of mixed jeans 
clothes and went a wooing a girl 
that used as much hair oil as 
he did, but of a finer quality. 
Now these young people were 
just as good, honest and upright 
youngsters as can be found any­ 
where now and sm elt a great 
deal better than many of the 
young swains you meet now. 
When I was a boy of 8 or 9 
years 
of age an Incident oc­ 
curred in my life that has al­ 
ways caused me to make ex­ 
cuses for the short comings of 
children. The incident was this: 
There had been a party or a 
wedding at our house and next 
morning I was sent with a sm all 
cake to a M rs. Woods, one of 
our wealthy neighbors. I started 
in good faith, but on the road 
I got to pinching bites off the 
edges of the cake and when I 
finally looked at the cake it 
was so ragged on the edges that 
I was ashamed to taxe it to the 
lady, so I sat down ate all 
I could and stuffed the balance 
in a hollow log. One wrong 
leads to another, so I told that 
M rs. Woods thought the cake 
mighty fine. 
Now, 
I never 
thought of doing wrong and I 
know from my experience that 
children do things without think­ 
ing of the wrong, so all my life 
I have looked over the faults of 
kids and loved them all and hope 
to die still loving them all. 


Wnen I was a boy tnere were 
th rills that came to a country 
boy that few boys now know any­ 
thing about. For instance in win­ 
te r time every boy in the country 
knew how to make a trap in 
which to catch a partridge. We 
had never head of the word 
“ quail” then where Hived. To a 
red-blooded boy nothing could 
stir his blood quicker than to 
visit his trap and see it alm ost 
full of the pretty birds. The lad 
may have been pretty cold when

He said the Senate Commerce 
Com mission recently approved 
legislation that declares co-op­ 
eratives are outside the ju ris­ 
diction of the FPC. 
“ We will make every effort to 
gain final passage and enact­ 
ment into law in this session of 
C ongress,” he said.

When I was a boy Negroes 
were not perm itted to leave 
th eir homes without a pass from 
their 
owner. 
There 
were 
‘p atro llers’ whose business it 
was to whip any Negro caught 
away from home without a pass, 
and was paid for each 
one 
whipped. However, this did not 
prevent young Negro men from 
going visiting at night, for the 
white children often 
wrote 
passes for them, and I have 
scribbled passes before I could 
w rite, 
the Negro saying that 
while the patrol was trying to 
make out what was on the paper 
■ he could m ala his escape and 
he always did — except at 
one time when two p.urol of­ 
ficers were together. I now know 
that patrolling was a brutal 
custom and none but the toughest 
white men would take the place. 
When I was a boy I never 
heard of a pair of socks or 
stockings being bought by any­ 
body in the country. All the 
socks and stockings for l>oth 
m aster and slave were knitted 
at home out of home made yarn 
..-that had lx?en carded and spun 
right on the prem ises. And most 
of the shoes and boots w ere 
made at home also. Life was not 
a dream back in the country 
when I was a boy, but there 
was one blessed thing about 
living then and that was that 
nearly everybody was happy and 
contented with their lot and w ill­ 
ing to extend the helping hand 
lo anyone in need. Nobody had 
much money, neither did they 
need much as taxes wrere al­ 
m ost nothing and about all one 
had to buy was coffee an 1 sugar, 
a 
little calico and dom estic, 
and occasionally a little tea. 
People lived off the farm .md 
lived well. 
When I was a boy many farm ­ 
e rs gathered their corn and 
threw It in a huge pile along side 
of the crib, usually under a 
shed. 
Then when it was all 
gathered Invitations were sent 
out inviting the neighbors to a 
corn shucking. 
Uusally 
the 
shuckers were Negroes who 
paired off, dividing the pile of 
corn, chose captains and the fun 
commenced. One man would 
sing by him self but all the men 
would join in the chorus, It 
was better than a modern con­ 
ce rt and Caruso was not much 
ahead of some of those Negro 
sin g ers. 
There was always 
plenty of liquor refreshm ents 
and at 
midnight the 
men 
m arched to the houses, 
gen­ 
erally carrying the owners on 
th e ir shoulders, where 
they 
were served with all they could 
eat of the very best the coun­ 
try could furnish. Such a feast 
would cost a dollar and a half 
a plate now. We will never see 
such happy days again, as the 
people are money mad. 
When I was a boy about ten 
years of age an old man named 
Hat wood, everybody called him 
"Old Hatawood,” roved through 
the country at will, He was the 
dirtiest man I have ever seen 
and was idiotic, but harm less, 
He som etim es got pretty drunk 
and, of course, was m ore Idiotic 
then than he was before, as most 
men were when drunk. Old H at- 
wood had no home that I ever 
heard of, but Just went from 
house to house to get a bite to 
eat and his appearance gen­ 
erally caused the kids to hide 
out or stay mighty close to 
th e ir mammas. Nowadays such 
a character would be sent to 
the poor house or infirm ary 
as we now call them, but if 
there was such a place then I 
never knew it. What becam e of 
the poor old derilect no one 
seem ed to know. We have m ore 
to be thankful for now than ever 
before as we have all the com­ 
forts that were denied the peo­ 
ple when I was a boy. 
When I was a boy I knew a 
good old woman who, with her 
family, had come out of Ken­ 
tucky. Some seasons had been 
awfully wet, some had been 
dreadfully dry, some had been 
extrem ely cold and some sea­ 
sons awfully hot, so, not being 
very well pleased with the coun­ 
try and her surroundings she 


longed to return to her beloved 
Kentucky. So she broached the 
subject to her husband In this 
way: "This is the hottest and 
the coldest, the w ettest and the 
dryest and the hell damndest 
country in the 
world, and I 
want to go back homo,” But 
they did lot go back and some 
of her descendants now are 
honored 
citizens 
of Howard 
county, While I was 
still a 
boy this good lady while drying 
apples, fell from a shed and 
broke both her arm s, poor thing. 
Ween I was a boy my grand­ 
father owned perhaps the larg­ 
est orchard In the county, about 
ten acres, which is not much of 
an orchard these days. He also 
had a small nursery In which 
all the best varieties of apples 
w ere cu’tivated. I 
rem em ’^ r 
well thai men drove all the way 
from upper M issouri and South­ 
ern Iowa to buy apples for 
which they paid 50 cents 
a 
bushel, In the fall the cider 
mill would be started and many 
b arrels o‘ cider was made and 
sold in Glasgow. The little white 
boys and little Negro boys had 
to pick up the apples and carry 
them to tho cider m ill and as 
there seemed to tie m illions of 
yellow 
jackets 
with 
sharp 
stingers, and we w ere all in our 
long shirt tails, the 
yellow 
jackets made it mighty lively 
for us at tim es, but we were 
happy just the sam e. 
When I was a boy there were 
many customs that are now ob­ 
solete. One of them was the 
use of hair 
oil which was in 
common use by both men and 
women, especially among the 
young me i and the young women. 
Wb.en a young fellow wanted to 
call on his best girl he greased 
his hair with bear’s oil, highly 
scented with perfum e, got out 
his Sunday boots, gaze they a 
good greasing with tallow, puton 
a stiff pleated bosom white 
shirt and his suit of mixed jeans 
clothes and went a wooing a girl 
that used as much hair oil as 
he did, but of a finer quality. 
Now these young people were 
just as good, honest and upright 
youngsters as can be found any­ 
where now and sm elt a great 
deal better than many of the 
young swains you meet now. 
When I was a boy of 8 o r 9 
years 
of age an incident oc­ 
curred in my life that has al­ 
ways caused me to make ex­ 
cuses for the short comings of 
children. The incident was this: 
There had been a party or a 
wedding at our house and next 
morning I was sent with a sm all 
cake to a M rs. Woods, one of 
our wealthy neighbors. I started 
in good faith, but on the road 
I got to pinching bites off the 
edges of the cake and when I 
finally looked at the cake it 
was so ragged on the edges that 
I was ashamed to taae it to the 
lady, so I sat down ate all 
I could and stuffed the balance 
in a hollow log. One wrong 
leads to another, so I told that 
M rs, Woods thought the cake 
mighty fine. 
Now, 
I never 
thought of doing wrong and I 
know from my experience that 
children do things without think­ 
ing of the wrong, so all my life 
I have looked over the faults of 
kids and loved them all and hope 
to die still loving them all, 


Wnen I was a boy tnere were 
th rills that came to a country 
boy that few boys now know any­ 
thing aoout. For instance in win­ 
te r time every boy in the country 
knew how to make a trap In 
which to catch a partridge. We 
had never head of the word 
"quail” then where Hived. To a 
red-blooded boy nothing could 
s tir his blood quicker than to 
visit his trap and see it alm ost 
full of the pretty birds. The lad 
may have been pretty cold when

cooperatives.” 
Addressing the annual meeting 
of the Sac Osage E lectric Co­ 
operative here, he said "Con 
gress has no intention of letting 
FPC meddle in the affairs of the 
co-ops,” 
Citing the p ro g ress of the 
Rural E lectric Power Adminis­ 
tration Senator Long said In 
1935 about one In every 15 Mis­ 
souri farm s was receiving elec­ 
tr a service. The first financed 
RFA line went into operation in 
August, 1937, he said, and now 
"b etter than 98 out of every IOO 
farm s in our state are receiving 
electric serv ice.” 
He said the Senate Com m erce 
Commission recently approved 
legislation that declares co-op- 
eratlves are outside the ju ris­ 
diction of the FPC. 
"We will make every effort to 
gain final passage and enact­ 
ment into law in this session of 
C ongress,” he said.
